1 . The drawings do not comply with the draft person requirements specify in the 
PTO 948. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

3. Claims t 3 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sugino et al. U.S. Patent Application 20020055238. 

Sugino et al. discloses a method of applying a protective coating to a bottom 
surface of a wafer, and of protecting bottom edges and corners of chips forming part of 
the wafer, comprising the steps of; forming trenches 2 in a top surface of the wafer 1; 



applying a top side dicing tape 12 to the top surface (see figure 2); grinding the wafer at 
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a bottom surface opposite the top surface and thereby laying open the trenches (see 
figure 3); applying a protective material 22 (glue layer) mounted on a substrate 31 (e.g. 
tape) on the on the bottom surface and filling the trenches (see figure 4); and hardening 
(curing) the protective material to form a protection layer (see page 4, paragraph 0084). 
Sugino et al. also discloses removing the top side dicing tape (see figure 5); dicing the 
wafer into dice through the hardened glue (see figure 6); and picking the dices of the 
mounting tape 31 (see figure 7). The mounting tape is a UV-foil; and the step of picking 
off the dies includes applying UV-radiation to separate the UV-foil from the protective 
material. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made, 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claim/8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sugino et 
al. U.S. Patent Application 20020055238. 

Sugino et al. is applied as above but lacks anticipation on fastening the wafers to 
a dicing frame, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skills in the art 
at the time the invention was made to mount the wafer to a dicing frame during the 
dicing process disclosed in Sugino et al. since it would provide support to accomplish 
the dicing process. 



Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Itoh, Satoh, Riding et al., Hayama et al. and Emmasingel et al, 
disclose methods for dicing wafers using protective coatings on bottom of the wafers 
after material removing processes.
